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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden. 


Agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  880,  section  8 
of  the  Acts  of  1899,  the  Selectmen  have  determined  the 
residential  part  of  the  Town  to  comprise  Spring  St.,  Lin¬ 
coln  Aye.,  Somerset  Aye.,  Elm,  Main  and  Pleasant  Streets, 
and  three  hundred  feet  in  either  direction  from  any  house 
in  the  Town. 

Seven  permits  have  been  given  to  trim  trees.  One 
public  hearing  has  been  held  and  permission  given  to  cut 
one  tree.  In  a  number  of  places,  the  wires  on  the  electric 
R.  R.  have  been  moved  to  protect  the  shade  trees. 

In  August,  the  foliage  on  the  Elm  trees  near  the  low¬ 
er  four  corners,  was  destroyed  by  the  Elm  Tree  Beetles. 
They  appeared  first  near  the  corner  and  went  about  half  a 
mile  in  either  direction,  so  that  for  a  distance  of  nearly  a 
mile  the  elm  leaves  looked  as  though  they  had  been  burned. 
These  beetles  continued  to  destroy  the  leaves  until  Sep¬ 
tember,  when  a  few  of  the  trees  leaved  out  again,  but  on 
account  of  the  drought,  however,  many  trees  did  not.  If 
this  is  allowed  to  continue  in  a  few  years  the  elm  trees  will 
be  destroyed. 

The  inclosed  letter  from  the  State  Entomologist  seems 
to  indicate  that  it  will  require  much  attention  and  care  to 
save  the  elm  trees  from  utter' annihilation.

Dear  Sir :  — 

The  beetles  sent  are  the  elm- 
leaf  beetle  and  you  are  undoubtedly  right  in  supposing  the 
worms  referred  to  as  their  young.  The  beetle  is  so  gener¬ 
ally  distributed  now  in  Massachusetts  that  no  treatment 
will  be  of  any  permanent  use,  for  if  you  should  exterminate 
it  in  Dighton,  it  would  spread  back  into  the  Town  from 
adjoining  Towns. 

I  can  therefore  only  advise  the  treatment  of  individual 
trees  which  may  suffer  so  severely  as  to  render  it  desirable 
to  do  something  for  them.  I  enclose  an  article  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  and  shall  be  glad  to  aid  you  farther  if  I  can  be  of  an}" 
service.

settlements  in  other  towns  or  were  State  paupers. 

Two  families  containing  six  persons,  having  a  settle¬ 
ment  in  Dighton,  have  been  aided  by  other  towns  and 
cities. 

T  he  whole  number  having  a  settlement  in  Dighton, 
who  received  full  support  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  year  in  insane  asylums,  and  private  families,  was  five.

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Public  Library  Report. 


In  the  live  years  since  our  library  was  established,  the 
number  of  books  have  increased  to  1081  volumes,  and  be¬ 
fore  purchasing  more,  additional  shelf  room  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  their  accommodation.  The  present  manner  of 
lending  books  is  obsolete,  and  the  card  system  should  be 
adopted;  which  at  first  would  be  more  expensive,  but  once 
started  would  be  a  great  improvement.  A  permanent  li¬ 
brarian  should  be  employed;  and  at  a  small  expense  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  delivery  to  different  parts  of  the  town  could  be  es¬ 
tablished.  All  the  labor  of  librarian  and  other  work  nec¬ 
essary  for  carrying  on  the  library,  has  been  done  by  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  near  vicinity,  the  young  ladies  especially,  being 
at  all  times  ready  to  help.  We  note  with  pleasure  that 
our  teachers  are  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  the 
library,  and  are  using  the  books  to  a  certain  extent  in  the 
work  of  their  schools.  The  need  of  a  special  library  build¬ 
ing  with  modern  improvements  is  much  felt,  and  we  hope 
that  in  the  near  future  such  a  building,  may  in  some  way 
be  provided  for  us,  when  the  educational  and  moral  in¬ 
fluence  that  a  good  library  always  exerts,  shall  be  felt  in 
greater  measure  throughout  the  town. 

Your  Trustees  acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  receipt 
of  booxs,  magazines  and  pamphlets  from  Dr.  H.  B.  Baker 
and  Mrs.  John  P.  Pierce,  all  of  which  that  are  suitable 
have  been  bound  and  placed  in  the  library.
